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ADVISORY ACTION 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed August 02, 2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The Applicants have repeatedly argued that the prior art fails to teach or suggest a) a 
mold-transfer mechanism for transferring a mold and lower punch units between a plurality of 
stages, b) a connecting mechanism for connecting the lower punch units to a press- driving 
mechanism having upper punch units and for releasing the connection of the lower punch units 
and c) a unit holding mechanism for holding the lower punch units while the units are transferred 
to the next stage. 

However, both Maekawa et al (3,663,147) and Hinzpeter et al (5,350,548) disclose a 
tablet compacting apparatus having rotary means conveying the punches and the mold die 
through different molding stations, wherein the punches are held by a disk member while the 
punches are transferred to the next stage, and a connecting mechanism for connecting the punch 
units to a press driving mechanism. 

2. The main difference between the current invention and the prior art is that in the current 
invention the upper punch units are stationary at the pressing station, the lower punch units and 
are rotated along with the molding dies through different stations, while in the prior art the upper 
punches move along with the lower punches and the mold. However, these limitations are not 
clearly described and claimed in the current claimed invention. By describing the motions of the 
lower punch units and the molds, without explaining the upper punch units, does not exclude the 
fact that the upper punch units could also be rotated along with the lower punch units and the 
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molds. Applicant's arguments do not comply with 37 CFR 1.1 1 1(c) because they do not clearly 
point out the patentable novelty which he or she thinks the claims present in view of the state of 
the art disclosed by the references cited or the objections made. Further, they do not show how 
the amendments avoid such references or objections.
